Because  of  its  concern  about  life 
300  years  from  now,  "Logan's  Run" 
became  one  of  the  most  challenging 
projects  ever  undertaken  by  a  group  of 
film  creators.  Everything— exterior 
and  interior  settings,  modes  of  trans- 
portation, food,  drink,  furnishings, 
clothing,  laws,  beliefs,  jobs,  hobbies, 
entertainment,  jewelry,  personal  hab- 
its, etiquette,  manners,  life  styles,  sta- 
tus symbols,  even  love  — everything 
had  to  be  devised  and  created  es- 
pecially for  the  film.  The  sets  built  at 
MGM  were  undoubtedly  the  most 
expensive  erected  at  the  studio  since 
its  great  early  days  of  musical  spec- 
taculars. 

Costs  for  interiors  and  exteriors 
would  have  been  insurmountable  if  it 
had  not  been  for  the  state  of  Texas.  In 
Dallas,  Houston,  and  Ft.  Worth,  pro- 
ducer David  and  director  Anderson 
located  the  most  advanced  architec- 
ture in  America  and  incorporated  the 
futuristic  structures  into  "Logan's 
Run." 

Sets  for  "Logan's  Run"  built  at 
MGM  studios  were  eye-popping!  On 
Stage  15,  largest  sound  stage  in  the 
world,  two  important  backgrounds- 
Sandman  Headquarters  and  the  New 
You  Shop  — were  constructed.  The 
complete  interior  of  Stage  30  housed 
two  fabulous  settings,  the  Ice  Caverns 
and  the  awesome  Carrousel,  an  inge- 
nious product  of  construction  know- 
how,  special  effects  wizardry  and  in- 
ventive movie  magic  where  an  au- 
dience of  500  filled  the  arena  to  cheer 
the  dozens  of  stunt  people  who  por- 
rayed  Lastday  celebrants  striving  for 
life  renewal. 

Two  sound  stages  were  required  to 
handle  one  single  set  for  "Logan's 
Run."  An  opening  was  made  between 
two  adjoining  stages  to  provide  space 
for  the  maze  tunnel  along  which  the 
full-scale  maze  cars  sped.  The  electri- 
cally-powered, teardrop-shaped  plas- 
tic bubbles  are  so  well  designed  that 
they  can  easily  be  converted  to  actual 
street  travel. 

Another  stage  was  fully  utilized  to 
construct  the  decaying,  vine-infested 
remains  of  the  United  States  Senate 
chambers  where  Peter  Ustinov  lives 
with  his  hundreds  of  cats  as  compan- 
ions. The  felines,  provided  by  Hettie 
Kram  of  Cat  Care  Shelter,  West  Los 
Angeles,  lived  on  the  set  for  almost 
two  weeks  while  performing  their 
roles.

During  a  prolific  career  that  spans 
three  decades,  Ustinov  has  been  hon- 
ored twice  with  Academy  Award  Os- 
cars for  his  performances  in  support- 
ing roles  for  "Spartacus"  and  "Top- 
kapi";  a  Golden  Globe  and  an  Oscar 
nomination  for  his  Nero  in  "Quo 
Vadis,"  an  Emmy  for  Best  Perfor- 
mance as  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  in 
"Omnibus"  for  television,  and  the 
New  York  Drama  Critics  Award  and 
the  Donaldson  Award  for  Best  For- 
eign Play  of  the  Year  for  his  stage 
production,  "The  Love  of  Four  Colo- 
nels."

Michael  York,  the  Oxford-educated 
British  star,  has  demonstrated  that  he 
is  equally  at  home  in  the  17th  century 
or  the  23rd  century.  Now  starring  in 
the  Saul  David  Production  of  "Lo- 
gan's Run,"  York  portrays  the  un- 
usual and  demanding  role  of  a  mem- 
ber of  an  elite  police  force  who  tries  to 
circumvent  23rd  century  society's 
stern  and  brutal  law  which  decrees 
that  life  must  end  for  all  at  age  30.

He  made  his  directing.debut  at  the  age 
of  28  when  he  filmed  "Private  An- 
gelo"  with  Peter  Ustinov  in  Italy.

Michael  York  became  the  first  film 
star  in  history  to  perform  in  a  holo- 
gram when  he  journeyed  to  the  Multi- 
plex Company  laboratories  in  San 
Francisco  for  this  unique  pre-produc- 
tion filming. 

In  MGM's  "Logan's  Run"  a  Unit- 
ed Artists  release  opening   

at  the   

Theatre,  Michael  York's  brain  is  frag- 
mented into  six  separate  images  dur- 
ing a  police  interrogation.  The  holo- 
graphic marvels  which  produce 
human  images  in  action  and  color 
which  float  in  midair  have  York  per- 
forming in  seven  different  roles  at  the 
same  time;  each  facsimile  acts  inde- 
pendently of  each  other.  York  will  be 
seen  as  a  solid  image  and  as  the  half- 
dozen  ectoplasmic  heads  surrounding 
him,  each  answering  individual  ques- 
tions. 

This  revolutionary  screen  tech- 
nique being  introduced  in  "Logan's 
Run"  could  well  be  the  forerunner  of 
the  movies  and  TV  entertainment  of 
the  future. 

In  addition,  Chris  Outwater,  one  of 
America's  leading  scientists  in  the
